Mare Island Will Build Collier. 


The Vallejo papers are not worried over the action of Congress 


"In the closing da>s of the last session in cutting down the cost of the 
naval collier to be built at Mate Island navy yard from the original 
estimate of $[,800,000 to $900,000, because the effort to incorporate in 
the civil appropriation bill a provision that the vessel should be built 
in a private Eastern shipyard was defeated 
That leaves the pro- 


vision in the law passed at a previous session directing the Secretary 
of the Navy to have the collier constructed at Mare Island undis- 
turbed. 


But lighc is thrown on the scheme which the entire shipbuilding 


trust concocted to prevent the construction of a second naval collier 
on the Pacific Coast and to cripple the navy yards of the country 
generally. The trust, through the Cramps of Philadelphia, volun- 
tarily submitted a bid to Secretary Newberry to build a naval collier 
for $800,000, or $1,000,000 less than the original estimate. On the 
face of it the bid looked very attractive to the Navy department 
But the joker in the bid, -\\hich was designed purposely to mislead 
Congress, w is that the $800,000 bid was not based on the plans of 
the naval coJier. whose construction at the Mare Island navy yard 
•was to foilcw the launching of the Prometheus. The plans on 
vihich the escimates of $1,800,000 were based were for a much larger 
craft than the Prometheus; but the Cramps bid v. as made on the 
plans of a much smaller -\essel, and even then nothing moresthan the 
mere shell of the hull. Moreover, the offer was made with a full 
knowledge that the contract, if awarded to the Cramps, would be 
tinder cost snd, therefore, without profit to the shipbuilding trust 
save that of aiding it to impair the usefulness of the government 
navy yards as defensive agents against their impairment. The trust 
was, in fact, putting up a job on the government in order to throw 
the navy yai'ds out of commission and remove them from the field 
as competitors in naval construction. 


The Tailor administration in San Francisco is paying a large 


Bum to contractors to tear down the city hall and appropriate to 
their own u.'-e the vast amount of valuable building material in the 
salvage, but is woefully neglecting to improve the streets, which 
have fallen into such a wretched state that even the local adminis- 
tration organs are complaining of the shocking condition of the 
thoroughfan-s. It is not only a waste of millions to tear down the 
city hall instead of repairing it, but is making a favored firm of con- 
tractors, a present of several hundred thousand dollars and paying 
them for the trouble besides. No wonder there is little money 
available for street repairing. The policy of throwing away millions 
to create a huge municipal debt is not likely to be efficient in the 
matter of keeping the streets cleaned and repaired. 


For the first time in fifteen years, a conviction in a Chinese 


lottery case was obtained yesterday in San Jose. During the past 
fifteen years over a thousand arrests were made, but the fact that 
not one of that number was convicted shows conclusively that 
there has boen a grave miscarriage of justice in that city and a

F&sl- 
ern agents predict that about sixty thousand colonists vvill take 
advantage of the cluap lates offered and that all of them arc bona 
fide settlers v,ho arc acquiring locations for permanent, homes in all 
parts of the' State 
A lai^e percentage of these new settlers it- 


being disttibuted throughout the central and northern counties 


Many of the colonists are fleeing to California to escape from 


the rigorous climate of the Fastern and Mid-Western States. 
Bli/- 


zaids and fierce snow storms ha\ e swept over them in plenty dur- 
ing the vi inter, and thousands of their residents ha\e yearned to 
have a home in a *late where such intense meteoiological mani- 
festations aie unknown, and v,here sunshine reigns thiough most 
of the year. 


The important feature in this spring's colonist mmement is 


that it means the p-omise of a larger acquisiton to the permanent 
population of the State than has occuried at any lime since the 
"boom" days of Southern California. Moreover, the flood of new 
comers is not flowing into the cities to increase their congestion, 
but-is spreading o-v er the State to aid in the development of the 
resources of its soil and generous climate; in other words, 1o join 
the army of woikeis engaged in enlarging its natural productive- 
ness. The fact that all of these colonists have money means, also, 
that their incoming brings increased woiking capital into the State, 
which will add to the general prosperity of its people.

effect on business generally in this city, as it v,as expected it would 
do. The streets in the business quarter aic once morc thronged 
with people and the steady flow of customers in and out of the retail 
stores, real estate offices and otjjer places which represent the activi 
ties of trade and commerce, has been resumed.
